The story has the element of suspense, of mystery, of romantic 
interest which makes for popularity. But the story lacks the subtle characterization, 
the felicity of description that has made his other books distinctive.

Powys, John Cowper OWEN GLENDOWER [2 4 Simon & Schuster 


Powys is a genius in his own eccentric way, and work from his pen has an 
indefinable power that cannot be brushed aside. This new two-volume novel is somewhat 
less obscure than its predecessors. But, in reverse degree, it is less challenging. 
Ore wonders just what has been achieved, other than conveying to paper immense scholar— 
ship, immersion in a period little known and little portrayed, revelation of a char- 
acter who made his mark on English history only to be virtually forgotten. Following 
the abdication of Richard II and his subsequent murder, England under Henry IV came up 
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against resistance to English rule in Wales, under the leadership of Owen Glendower, 
who won victory after victory, uniting the Welsh people as they had never been united 
before. This is the background of historical fact behind a meticulously detailed story 
of Glendower, his "secretary", Rhisiart ab Owen, and friends, foes, kith and kin. One 
feels swamped in the difficulties of the Welsh tongue and Welsh names; the facts of 
history are confusing, the story fails to emerge as a clear-cut hero tale. And yet it

This story recommends itself more on subject matter than on handling, for 
Hindus limps considerably when it comes to using the narrative vehicle for factual con- 
tent. His intent is admirable - to place before his audience a picture of a Czechoslo- 
vakian village, proud of its independence, its progress, its loyalties, its integrity; 
of that village as the Nazi conquest takes it over, in the person of the son of the 
only German family resident there; of the repercussions, reprisals, the upsurging of 
hate and deception and cruelty on both sides. All this he does, but his story is slow 
in getting under way, his dialogue is awkward, his characters - at least for half the 
book,more or less puppets in his hands. At the close, his central characters go "under- 
ground" as part of the far reaching organization plotting for the redemption of the con- 
quered peoples. A book that is in the news, and merits attention on that score. SE,

It hasvirtually 
none of the former's strong positive note, no underlying social significance. It is an 
unhealthy sort of book, dealing as it does with mental and emotional degenerates, a 
voluptuous woman with a husband whe is sexually attracted to Aer lovers; there is an- 
other woman who is mentally unbalanced, there is a private (the scene of the story.is 
a fort in the South) who is obsessed by the naked beauty of the "vampire". An episode

Throughout young Dick's boy- 
hood, his path is crossed with traces of a French girl, captured by Indians, whose mem— 
ory haunts him. He falls in love with Lucy - is separated by her family - and when 
Fate brings the French girl, now almost wholiy Indian, across his path, he marries her, 
and cuts himself off from his kind. Then she leaves him, for her Indian husband - and 


he returns to his people, and finds Lucy free to marry him. Not a very important book,

The author's first novel, Happy Valley, was an ironical picture of a com- 
munity in reverse, stagnant and defeated. Here, narrowing the focus to three people, a 
mother, son and daughter, is an equally penetrating, but equally, limited study. White 
writes supremely, he is detached, precise, barbed, sensitized to the failures of the 
modern world; he is an observer and a subtle recorder. In his story, the son, a dilet- 
tante writer, withdrawn from the world, represents the dead; the daughter, overcoming 
her emotional sterility in her thirties, and defying the strictures of her class, has 
an affair with a carpenter, and in finding a positive credo, represents the living. 
And the mother, hovering between the two, escapes meaningless gestures of a frustrated 
life, by finding a certain elemental vitality in the fleeting passion for a vulgarian.

I am inclined to feel that this saga of a clan should have been done as a 
piece of historical biography, a dramatized genealogy, rather than as straight fiction. 
It has the same sort of place in modern literature that Glenway Wescott's The Grand- 
mothers and Louis Bromfield's The Farm have achieved - it is an important contribution 
to Americana. But, somehow, as generation after generation of the Hites are born and 
fight and die, one is reminded of the “begets” of the Old Testament. The story, as 
such, lacks focus, lacks suspense and climax. We trace the century and a bit more, 
compassed by the record, from the uprooting of the young Baron Joist Heydt from Strass— 
burg by the Hugenot troubles, down to the meeting on the field of battle of two scions 
of the clan, one in blue, one in grey, both fallen. for the right as they saw it. The 
early colonial settlement days, the restless westward strivings, the opening up of the 
Wilderness Trail, of Kentucky and Ohio, Indian frontier troubles, French and Indian 
Wars, two wars with England, a distant echo of the Mexican War - and finally the War 
between the States - it covers a wide span of the American scene. A country is in the

I was keenly disappointed in this. I had heard, from those who had read 
it in sharply abridged form in the Post, that here was another Seventeen. Yes, an 
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echo of Seventeen with Hatcher as Billy Baxter, with Frances as Jane, with a middle-aged 
vampire instead of a giggling glamor girl. His adolescent is equally hobledehoy, though 
moved up to twenty one, just home from college to find the family fortunes on the skids, 
the first families socially and financially eclipsed, and his father's firm on the verge 
of some sort of disgrace. As the story developed, along very obvious lines, I felt that 
it was a feeble imitation of itself, a story that dated, no matter how sharply the period 
was labelled, The Present.
